SUFFERINGS OF JEWS 
IN EUROPE DESCRIBED

More Than Half of At- 
lanta’s. Quota Already 
Raised, and Leaders of 
Movement Are Confi- 
dent of Success. 


The opening guns of the Jewish 
relief campaign were fired last night 
when the leading Jews and Gentiles 
of the city held a b uet in the 
Piedmont- hotel to listen to a mes- 
sage from the down-trodden coun- 
tries of the central empires of Eu- 
rope by Henry Morgenthau, former 
ambassador to Turkey, and sub- 
scribed over 50 per cent’ of Atlanta’s 
quota of the Jewish Relief fund. 

Air. Morgenthau, diplomat, banker, 
author and speaker, and one of the 
most famous Jews in America, de- 
livered one of the most thrilling 
messages that has been given from 
the war-stricken countries of the 
Fast. For six years he has been 
treasurer of the national democratic 
executive committee, and he was 
serving in the capacity of ambas- 
sador to Turkey during Wilson’s 
first administration. When Wil- 
gson’s second campaign was launch- 
ed he resigned his position as am- 
bassador and returned to America 
to act as treasurer of the National 
Democratic Campaign fund. 

$55,000 Is Subscribed. 

At the close of Mr. Morganthau’s 
remarks J. K. Orr took charge of 
the meeting, and, on the crest of 
the wave of enthusiasm in a few 
minutes had raised $55,000 before 
the meeting closed, thus completing 
more than half of Atlanta’s quota 
of $100,000 in the campaign to raise 
$300,000 in the state for the Jewish 
War Relief fund. 

Mr. Morgénthau was introduced by 
John M. Slaton, ex-governor of Geor- 
gia. 

‘ine distinguished speaker opened 
his remarks by drawing attention 
to the manner in which Germany 
had trained her own people for war, 
even from the'date of 1865, and how 
the whele system of education in the 
central Teutonic empire had been 
with the aim of a war of conquest. 

Mr. Morgenthau described the 
manner in Which Germany had useda 
their diplomatic corps in the vari- 
ous capitals of Europe as centers 
for the spread -of German propa- 
ganda and told how the German rep- 
resentatives had shrewdly played 
their hands against the represen- 
tatives of other powers and how 
the poisonous virus of the Hun idea 
had spread like a scourge over 
country after country. 

“Would Have Meant Defent.” 

He stated that it was his opinion 
that if America ad entered the war 
earlier than she did that Germany 
would have won, by reason of. the 
deadly result of German  propa- 
ganda in this country. He stated 
that because of this condition, Amer- 
ica would: have entered the war had 
she entered earlier, divided in her 
opinion and would not have pre- 
sented the solid front to the enemy 
which is so essential for ultimate 
victory. 

Comparing the heart-breaking 
conditions at present in the eastern 
and central portions of Europe with 
the conditions in the south after 
the civil war, and drawing a picture 
of Atlanta after the destruction of 


the city by Sherman, sixty years ago, } 


Mr. Morgenthau stated that Amer- 
ica was too apt to keep all her 
attention on the western front, by 
reason of the fact that the greater 
proportion of the American boys 
were there, and therefore, he said, 
“our hearts are there.” He continued, 
however, to point out that America, 
with over half the available gold 
supply in the world, was the one 
nation te which the stricken and 
sorrowing peoples could look for re- 
Hef in their agony and said that this 
country must see the vision of the 
ovtstretched arms and hear the piti- 
ful voices of the crying women and 
children as they feebly send out the 
appeal for rescue from starvation 
and from death. 

The various speakers of the eve- 
ning were introduced by Harold 
Hirsch, chairman of the local ex- 
ecutive committee\for the campaign.

Washington, December 4.—Presi- 
dent Wilson’s fourteen principles 
and terms, the league of nations, 
international disarmament, open di- 
plomacy and other subjects connect- 
ed with the forthcoming peace con- 
ference were discussed in the sen- 
ate today during five hours of de- 
bate in which many senators, both 
republicans and democrats, joined. 

During the discussion Senator 
Borah, of Idaho, republican, intro- 
duced a resolution proposing publi- 
cation of the peace treaty immedi- 
ately upon its completion and open 
discussion of it in the senate, while 
Senator Frelinghuysen, of New Jer- 
sey, republican, offered a resolu- 
tion seeking interpretation by the 
president of the fourteen points. 

Both resolutions will be sent to 
the foreign relations committee, 
which, before the senate discussion 
opened, considered for almost two 
hours behind closed doors the reso- 
lution of Senator Cummings, of 
Iowa, republican, proposing appoint-

New York, December 4.—Boulnd on 
a mission the principal objects of 
which are the abolition of militarism 
in any form and the attainment of 
a just world peace, Woodrow Wil- 
son, first president of the United 
States to visit Europe while in of- 
fice, was tonight speeding across 
the Atlantic toward France to at- 
tend the greatest international con- 
ference in history.

Wilson’s 14 Points. 

The senate’s debate, which con- 
tinued intermittently until adjourn- 
ment tonight, was opened by Sena- 
tor Frelinghuysen, who, in offering 
his resolution, declared the presi- 
dent had never elaborated on many 
of his fourteen terms and demanded 
that American people be informed of 
their concrete application. 

In reply,.Senator Walsh, of Mon- 
tana, democrat, said delay in criti- 
cism of the fourteen principles was 
ground for general belief that the; 
country approved them. Senators 
Poindexter, of Washington, Knox of 
Pennsylvania, and Johnson, of Cali- 
fornia, all republicans, challenged 
that view. They insisted that after 
their enunciation peace discussion 
generally had been frowned upon 
until recently and consequentliv 
there had been no general discussion 
ct them. Senator Johnson said that 
now the president has a 
France, leaving the nation ignordnt 
of the precise meaning of his prin- 
ciples, 

Senator Knox 6aid congress had 
taken a position on an agreement 
between nations when it attached a 
rider to the naval appropriation bill 
of February, 1916, authorizing the 
president to call an international 
conference, not later than the con- 
clusion of the war, for discussion of 
military disarmament and general 
arbitration of international dis- 
putes, 

Kellogg on League of Nations. 


During the day, Senator Kellogg, 
of Minnesota, republican, delivered 
a prepared address in favor of a 
league of nations whose decrees 
should be enforced by popular opin- 
ion of responsive popular govern- 
ments and not by force of a super- 
government or world court. 

In replying to Senator Kellogg, 
who had expressed regret that the 
president had not taken the senate 
and people more into his confidence 
on peace questions, Senator Lewis, 
of Illinois, the democratic whip, de- 
Clared that in selecting the Ameri- 
can peace commission without nam- 
ine a senator representative the 
president had not intentionally 
slighted the senate. He said the 
president had at first favored ap- 
pointing a senator, but had ,reluc- 
tantly felt such a selection would 
be improper since the senate must 
finally pass on the treaty. 

Closing the day's debate Senator 
Reed, of Missouri, and Williams, of 
Mississippi, democrats, clashed on 
the question of a league of nations. 
The Missouri senator vigorouslv op- 
posed a league given the power to 
use militarv force in imposing its 
decree upon a single nation and the 
Mississippi senator argued that a 
league to enforce peace as a final 
resort by foint militery force is de- 
sirable. Senator Williams exvressed 
hope that a world Monroe doctrine 
would result from the peace con- 
ference,

and Italy.

SEIZING CABLES 


Charles E. Hughes, Rep- 
resenting the Postal Co., 
Seeks Injunction—Al- 
leged Burleson Lacks 
Power.

CABLE AMALGAMATION 


ORDERED BY BURLESON 


And Ward, of Postal, Is 
Offered Post of Director 
of the Merged Concerns. 
Ward Refuses to Accept 

~the Post. 


New York, December 4.—Com- 
Plaint in an injunction suit against 
Postmaster General Burleson was 
filed by the Commercial Cable com- 
pany here today seeking to prevent 
the postmaster general from assum- 
ing control of the company’s marine 
cable system. 

The complaint alleges that if the 


postmaster general is not enjoined 
from carrying out his purpose the 


company will sustain irreparable 
damage. It was filed by Charles E. 
Hughes and William Cook, as coun- 
sel for the company. 

The main basis of the bill of com- 
plaint is that after the armistice 
was signed the war power no long- 
er operated except to wind up mat- 
ters already ip the hands of the 
givernment prior to its signing. 

Wilsen Is Quoted. 

To show that the armistice reaily 
put an end to the war inthe meaning 
of the joint resolution of congress 
taking over the two systems, the 
following extract from the presi- 
dent’s re November 11 is 
quoted: 

“The war thus comes to an end, 
for, having accepted these terms of 
armistice, it will be impossible for 
the German command to renew it.” 

The complaint asserts that the 
government is not sincere in its con- 
tention that control of the cables 
igsgeeded during the peace nego- 
tiations, pointing out that in addi- 
tion to the Atlantic cables, the gov- 
ernment also took over the Pacific 
cables and those to South and Cen- 
tral America and Cuba. 

It is claimed that the Atlantic 
cables were being operated to their 
fullest capacity and that the gov- 
ernment was being given priority, 


and it is contended_that no faster4 


or greater service can.be- given un- 
der governmént coxvtrol. 
Constitutionality Question. 

The complaint also raises the con- 
Stitutionality of the congressional 
act authorizing the seizure, and al- 
leges that thé seizure deprives the 
company of its property without 
due process of law, that it was not 
necessary for national security and 
defense, and that the cables were 
taken without just compensation. 

“Compensation will be left,” says 
the bill, “to the arbitrary caprice 
and prejudiced mind of the defend- 
ant, who is interested personally 
and officially in giving an unfair 
and unreasonably low, insufficient 
and inadequate compensation, be- 
cause the less he gives the com- 
plainant the more he Keeps for the 
sovernment to its profit at the 
complainant’s expense, and to the 
personal renown of the defendant.” 

It is also contended that ‘‘the de- 
fendant proposes and intends to so 
intermingle, unite, consolidate and 
merge the complainant’s business, 
good will, staff, organization, em- 
ployees, plants and equipment with 
that of the said Western Union Tel- 
egraph company, that the separate 
identity, business and good will of 
the complainant will disappear so 
that the complainant may be forced 
or persuaded -to abandon competi- 
tion hereafter, and acquiesce in the 
defendant’s plan for government 
ownership of the same, or an amal- 
gamation of all cables in the Atlan- 
tic ocean.” 

Burleson and Vail, 

is charged that Mr. Burleson 
has conferred with Theodore N. 
Vail, president of the American 
Telephone and Telegraph company, 
to work out a plan for “universal 
service,” and that this is a violation 
of the Sherman anti-trust act.

today by the postmaster general. 


CABLE AMALGAMATION 
ORDERED BY BURLESON. 


Washington, December 4.—Amal- 
gamation of the marine cable sys- 
tems of the Western Union Tele- 
graph company and the Commercial 
Cable company, under the direction 
of George G. Ward, vice president 
of the Commercial company, was 
authorized today by Postmaster 


General Burleson. 
The amalgamation was announce 
in the following letter “from Mr. 
Burleson to Clarence H.' Mackay, 
president of the Commercial com- 

pany at New York: 

“The interests of the public serv- 
ice during the present emergency 
necessitate the unification in opera- 
tion to the fullest extent possible 
the cable systems leading from this 
country to Europe, so that the full 
capacity of all the cables may be 
available to the public and the 
press. It is manifest that this can 
only be accomplished through the 
operation of the two systems under 
one management. I have made a 
survey of the situation and am sat- 
isfied that the object sought can 
best. be accomplished by placing 
the cables with the operating 
head of the Commercial Cable com- 
pany. 

“rt therefore direct, so far as I am 
authorized by the joint resolution 
of congress under which the cable 
systems are now controlled by the 
government of the United States,

Deaths Occurred Since 
September 15 — Disease 
Reappearing in Some 
Sections—Insurance 
Companies Hard Hit. 


Washington, December 4.—Be- 
tween 300,000 and 350,000 deaths 
from influenza and pneumonia have 
occurred among the civilian popu- 
Jation of the United States since 
September 15, according to esti- 
mates today of the public health 
service. These calculations were 
based on reports from cities and 


states keeping accurate records and 
public health officials believe they 
are conservative. 


The epidemic persists, but deaths 
are much less numerous, according 
to reports reaching here. A recru- 
descence of the disease is now oc- 
curring in many communities 
throughout the country, but this 
is believed to be sporadic and not 
to indicate a general renewal of 
severe epidemic conditions. 

Insurance companies have been 
hard hit by the epidemic, govern- 
ment’s reports indicate, although 
there are no figures available here 
to show total losses sustained by 
these\ companies, The government 
incurred liabilities of more than 
$170,000,000 in cannection with life 
insurance carried by soldiers in army 
famps, not including those in Eu- 
rope. About 20,000 deaths occurred | 
in the camps in the United States,

Military Reception Given. 

A picturesque military reception 
was accorded the president, Mrs 
Wilson, Secretary of War Baker, 
Secretary Tumulty and others who 
were passengers on the special train 
which reached Hoboken at 7:30 a. m. 

Between the spur of track on 
which the train drew up at the en- 
trance to the pier and the North 
river terminus of the pier, an arch- 
| way of American flags had been 
erected. As the president stepped 
from the train and shook hands 
with General G. H. McManus, bugles 
and drums sounded and an army 
band played “The Star Spangled 
Banner. Army guards and girls of 
the army transport service were 
drawn up in military formation. 

; Accompanied by General McMa- 
nus and his staff, the presidential

Washington before it got under 
way. Secretary Tumulty, however, 
remained on board for a final con- 
ference with the president and it 
had been arranged for a tugboat 
to take him off at quarantine and 
bring him back to the city. 

President and Mrs. Wilson had 
breakfast alone in the private din- 
ing room which is-.part of their 
suite, Later they took a short stroll 
on the ship’s deck and were applaud- 
ed by persons assembled on the pier. 

Willson in High Spirits. 

The president, in high - spirits, 
said he was looking forward to the 
voyage as a rest—indeed, the first 
real rest since he assumed office. 
He remarked that it might be “an 
enforced rest for a few days,” thus 
acknowledging his reputation for be- 
ing a very poor sailor. The George 
Washington, with its convoy of war 
vessels, will take the southern 
route, going by way of the Azores, 
in order to avoid the colder temper- 
atures which wound be encountered 
on the northern route.

Copenhagen, December 41—The 
German crown prince's latest proc- 
lamation announcing that his resig- 
nation from his command was 
necessitated by the emperor's resig- 
nation and thanking the troops for 
their heroism and self-sacrifice is 
published today by The Taglische 
Rundschau, of Berlin. In this proc- 
lamation Frederick William, who is 
now interned on the Island of Wier- 
ingen, having fled to Holland, says: 

“My army group is unvanquished 
by arms. Hunger and bitter need 
conquered us. We can quit the soil 
of France proud and with heads 
erect, Your shield, your honor as 
soldiers, are'unspotted. ..., 

“Deeply moved, 1 separate from 
you, bending my head for your 
mighty exploits—exploits which his- 
tory will relate to the coming gen- 
eration with indelible characters. 

“Be true to your leaders as be- 
fore. God will be with you and the 
fatherland.” 

Amsterdam, December 4.—Prince 
Henry of Prussia bns addressed an 
announcement to all the members 
of the Prussian royal house, accord- 
ing to The Krouz Zeitung, of Berlin, 
in which he says:

SUGAR FAMINE FACED 
BY ATLANTA PEOPLE 


Almost simultaneously with the 
removal of the sugar restriction by 
the federal food administration, ‘t 
was discovered in Atlanta that a 
famine of granulated sugar was on 
hand, according to a statement is- 
sued by Dr. A. M. Soule, who was 
in Atlanta yesterday. 

Dr. Soule explains that the famine 
is caused by the buying to the 
limit of sugar by the housekeep- 
ers of Atlanta immediately after 
the restrictions had been removed, 
and a shortage exists because of 
the fact that the old crop 1s almest 
exhausted and the new crop has 
not yet reached the markets. 

He says the famine will not last 
long if the housekeepers will be 
more careful in their purchases and 
substitute the yellow sugar until 
the new crop is placed on the mar- 


ket. 

giving out statistics showing 
that Georgia has saved 1,550,000 
pounds of sugar during the period 
from July 1 to December 1, paid 
a compliment to the women of Geor 
gia, saying: “I would like to ex- 
press through the press my hearty 
appreciation of the beautiful spirit 
of co-operation which the women of 
the state have maintained towards 
the administration. It is to them 
we owe the part which food con- 
servation has played in the winning 
of the war. Together with the

‘‘In conformity with the policy of the 
food administration to relax its restrictive 
regulations as rapidly as conditions will 
permit, and the coming into sight of a 
justifiable quantity of sugars of the new 
crop. it is 

Ordered, effective at once, that the 
regulation limiting the use and service of 
sugars in hotels, restaurants and pnblic eat- 
ing places in Georgia is hereby rescinded; 
provided, however, that this does not anply 
to the preclusion of the use of the open or 
common sugar bowl on tables or counters of 
such places. It is further ordered that, ef- 
fective at once, the regulation limiting the

sumers of not more than four pounds per 
person per month is hereby rescinded. This 
order, however, does not recind the recnia-

According to Mr. Bernhardt, 
in many cities of the north and east, 
as soon as restrictions were placed 
on building materials by the gov- 
ernment many of the building ex- 
changes disbanded until after the 
war. While there was some de- 
crease in the membership of the At- 
lanta organization, the local or- 
ganization was not abandoned. Mr. 
Bernhardt stated that the meeting 
of the National Builders’ association, 
which was to have been held in Mil- 
waukee, Wis., had been postponed on 
account of the war, but since the 
armistice was signed the consent of 
the various building exchanges must 
be secured before the meeting could 
be held. The Atlanta builders im- 
mediately voted for the convention. 
Among the splendid speeches made 
at the banquet were those delivered 
by Dan Farrell, R. S. Wessels, Frank 
Pittman, J. W. LaRoux and others. 
It was voted at the meeting that 
all members who have recently rent- 
ed display space in the Building ex- 
change, 72 and 74 Marietta street, 
be requested to fill these spaces, 
and thus help to revive the “old 
Atlanta spirit.”

London, December 4.—What does 
King George really think of his 
cousin, William Hohenzollern, for- 
mer German emperor? 


That ig a question that has often 


been asked, but has never received 
anything approaching an authori- 
tative answer. According to a writ- 
er in The Daily News, which is 
usually very careful as to the 
trusthworthiness of what is prints, 
King George regards him ag “the 
preqpent criminal in the world to- 
ay.” 

The writer says that he was talk- 
ing a few days ago with a well- 
known statesman who has had 
many opportunities during the war, 
and especially lately, “of hearing 
the king express his views of the 
kaiser.” And he thus summarizes 
what the “well-known statesman” 
told him: 

“My informant says that the 
king’s feelings and experiences are 
so strong that they could hardly 
be reproduced verbatim, but that 
the substance of them is that the 
kaiser is the- greatest criminal in 
the world today; that he is directly 
responsible for the outrages on the 
Belgian and French civil popula- 
tions: for the bombing ang air raids 
on the innocent inhabitants of un- 
fortified towns; for the torpedoing 
of passenger and hospital ships and 
the sinking of survivors in their 
boats; for first use of poison gas; 
the poisoning of wells; the destruc- 
tion of works of art, of historic 
buildings, of beautiful towns, and 
the machinery of industrial life and 
potential reconstruction; that he 
has not only permitted those things 
to proceed, but was in many cases 
a personal assenter to and director 
of them, and that for such aman no 
retributive penalty, however severe, 
would be undeserved.”

PROBE IS DEMANDED 
OF SECURITY LEAGUE 


Washington, December 4.—Repre- 
sentative Frear introduced a resolu- 
tion today providing for an inquiry 
into the acts of the National Se- 
curity league. 

In a speech presenting the reso- 
lution Mr. Frear said the National 
Security league had urged the de- 
feat of approximately 300 repre- 
sentatives whom it has politically 
blacklisted as disloyal.” 

“According to the league litera- 
ture,” he asserted, “Elihu Root, Al- 
ton Parker and Charles Lydecker, 
attorneys at law, are officers of the 
corporation and as such officers 
took part in the congressionnal cam- 
paigns of 1918 for the election of a 
so-called ‘loyal congress,’ and as 
such officers are directly responsi- 
ble for the publication and circula- 


tion of charges made against the 
loyalty of representatives in con- 
gress and for efforts to secure the 
defeat of such representatives. 

“R,. McNutt McElroy, an officer 
of the corporation, falsely and mali- 
ciously through the public press 
libelled the students of the Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin, many of whom 
have died in France for their coun- 
try and in his unprecedented ac- 
tion after a full presentation of 
his charges, he was upheld and in- 
dorsed by the corporation's officers 
and agents.” 

Mr. Frear also charged “on infor- 
mation and belief,” that the records 
of the league would show that it 
received contributions for its sup- 
port “from business interests known 
as war profiteers.” 

“The league,” he declared asa 
concluding charge, “is a powerful 
irresponsible New York corporation, 
arrogant and un-American in its 
methods, a slanderous libel on the 
patriotism of our public officials 
and of our citizenship, inimical to 
the best interests of the county, and 
has done more to create public 
discord and unwarranted suspicion 
and a division among a patriotic 
people than any other single 
agency.” 

Republican Leader Mann asked if 
the league had filed a campaign ex- 
pense account, and Mr. Frear said he 
understood it had not. 

‘If the gentleman is correct in 
what he said,” declared Mr. Mann, “TI 
should think that the department of 
justice might very well investigate 
not only the corporation, but the of- 
ficers of the corporation. An anony- 
mous body created by itself certain- 
ly ought to be compelled to live up 
to the lap.”

Washington, December 4.—Thirty ; 
camps were designated by the war 
department today as demobilization 
centers to which enlisted men are 
to be t ansferred for discharge from 
the army. 

The camps include Beauregard, 
Louisiana; Gordon, Georgia; Hana- 
cock, Georgia; Lee, Virginia; Greeti- 
leaf, Georgia; and Sevier, South Car- 


olina; Shelby, Mississippi; Fixe, Ar 
kansas; Greene, North Carolina; 
Wadsworth, South Carolina; Jack- 
son, ~ South Carolina; .sumphreys, 
Virginia; Me ‘lellan, Alabama; and 
Sheridan, Atabama. 

Commanding officers are instruci- 
ed to discharge enlisted men only 
when such men are “within 300 
miles of the poi.< of their entrance 
into the military service,” other- 
wise to transfer the men to anothez 
camp nearer the point of induction 
All other enlisted men specified for 
a.scharge will be formed in detach- 
ments consisting of men from the 
same :tate. and will be sent for dis- 
charge to the camp in or nearest 
the state from which they came. 

A proper prope tion of officers, 
preferably from the same locality, 
will be sent with each detachment. 
Officers in command of the thirty 
camps are authorized to discharge 
all men sent them under today’s 
orders, wto on examination are 
found eligible for discharge under 
previous general instructions, They 
are instruc.ct to expedite in every 
possible way such discharge. 

The men transferred to a camp for 
immediate discharge who are found 
to be ineligible for discharge by 
reason of physical disability will be 
assigned to a development battalicn 
and discharged from the service as 
soon as they become eligible. Men 
sent to the camps are not to be 
placed on guard duty nor on any 
other duty which will delay their 
separation from the service except 
in an emergency.
